THE 9H.VEB QUESTION. 


The following is a copy of a private let- 


ter, which the editor of the Silver Dollar 
baa just addressed to President Harrison, 
and which Le hopes may have some effect 
iu inducing the President to increase the 
coinage of silver to $1,000,000 per month. 
We earnestly hope that all the prominent 
silver men to the country will write letters 
upon this subject to the President; for the 
"gold bogs" are all the time buzzing their 
false doctrines in Ms ears: 


CLETBLAKD, O., April 15, 1889. 


To His Excellency, President Harrison: 


Feeling a deep interest in the monetary 


questions of this country, and especially in 
tbe restoration of silver to its time honored 
placa as money, I take the liberty to write 
you briefly upon the subject and ask yon as 
tbe newly elected President, to remember 
the silver plank in the Bepnblican plat- 
form, and to meet the expectations of yonr 
friends in the West, whose interests are so 
vitally effected by it. 


Under the tariff, the agricultural inter- 


ests, the manufacturing interests and tbe 
mining interests, so far as coal, iron and 
lead are concerned, are protected, but sil- 
ver alone is nnprotected, and its rich in- 
terests are left to the tender mercies of 
England, and history has shown what they 
are. I therefore beseech yon to regard the 
interest!) of tbe great Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific Coast States, which gave you their 
loyal support, and to benefit and bless the 
people of th'B entire nation by increasing 
the coinage of silver, as you have a right 
to do under the law, up to $4,000,000 per 
month. 


The silver coinage, since 1878, is all 


that has tided us over bankruptcy and rain, 
bat as the popalation IB increasing and the 
National Bank notes are being contracted, 
the amount of money per capita is gradu- 
ally growing smaller, and for this reason, 
if no oiher, the amount of carnage should 
be increased. Bat when wo see buw oar 
farmers and cotton growers, as well as sil- 
ver miners, have been robbed by England 
during the past fifteen years, through the 
demonetization and limited coinage of sil- 
ver, 
it does seem to the friends of bi-metal- 


ism that they should have, auj the people 
of these United States should have, a 
friend in you against these English robbers. 
Permit me to say farther, that unless the 
money volume is increased, there will 
be a panic in this country before your ad- 
ministration is over, and if it should occnr, 
it Will land the Republican party in the 
ditch in 1892. I therefore beseech you, aa 
you desire tbe prosperity of the people of 
this great nation, to listeu no longev to your 
English and Wall .street advuers, but to 
hearken to the counsel of your friends in 
tbe West, and to restore bi-metalism, as 
far as yon can do it, by Betting the Mints 
to coining 4,000,000 of silver dollars per 
month. Every dollar of gold and silver 
that is produced in this country, should be 
coined into money, and silver should have 
the anise welcome at the Mints as gold.

BLAINE AND BELJ1OXT. 


There has been more or less goasip pub- 


lished about eome supposed rudeness of 
Secretary Blame towards Minister Perrj 
Belmout, at Madrid, such as that Mr. 
Blaine had asked for Belmont's resigna- 
tion very shortly. Tbe truth is that Bel- 
mont, like many other foreign ministers, 
sent in hia resignation to the incoming Ad- 
ministration and so far from being hur- 
riedly accepted, Secretary Blaine gent bim 
a cable asking him if not disagreeable to 
bim, to remain until bis successor should 
arrive, and by mail Blaine sent Belmonl 
tbe following:

». O. MILLS' FIKBT MILLION. 


How th» Great Financier Started In 


Life and How He Accumulated HI* 
Immense Fortune-His Pet Projects. 


The name of Darina O. Mills is now al- 


ways associated with gigantic financial 
cheme?, involving tbe use of many mill- 
ons, or a railroad, real estate or charitable 
venture, bat foity years ago it waa a dif- 
erent story, ssys the New York Morning 
ournal. 
To-day he stands a prominent 


igure in Wall street, tbe owner of rail- 
oads, banks, mines, one of the finest 
office buildings in tbe world, and real efl- 
ats worth many millions. 


In appearance Mr. Mills looks tbe man 


if business and finances that he is. He is 
of medium height, heavy built, witb broad 
boulders and strong legs. Kecent years 
iavo thinned his bair greatly. 
Be has 


>enetrating bine eyes, a firm, decisive 
month, and a chin that means business. 
His closely clipped side-whiskers are al- 
most wbite. 


"Starting in life practically without o 


enl, by his own native business shrewd- 
ness, Mr. Mills bas collected an enormous 
ortune, which now amount! to something 
>ver $20,000,000,, .Although be is now 
ixty-eight years j^^be is as industrious 
nd energetic a worker as ha was when it 
was necessary tor him to toil day after day 
o keep body and soul together. 


The first thirty years of Mr. Mills' life 


were as uneventful and matter-of-fact as 
hey possibly could be. His parents owned 
farm just outside of Albany, and until be 


wait eighteen years old be bad scarcely 


eeu a dozen miles from home. He st- 
eaded tbe village school up to the time ho 
was fiiteou, and after that he directed the 
monotouous work on bis father's place. 


Although in after years money poured 


nto h:s pockets much faster than he could 
spend it, he never had u cent of bis own 
until some months after he was eighteen. 
lis father thought that if he gave the boy 
home f.ad sufficient clothing to wear that 


was ail the recompense bis work required. 


But a restless determination fo be out 


>nd about in the great world was on bim. 
In 1850, like hundreds of otheis, he be- 
ame afflicted with tbe gold fever, and sell- 
ng out his all he started for the gold fields 
cross the prairies 
On reaching Sau Francisco he purchased 
miner's outfit and at once started for tbe 


mines. A* first fortune di i not binilo npon 
im. 


A little later, however, he secured inter- 


ests in several small mines, and in 1854, 
when be again visited San Francisco, be 
was worth Bo\e;at thounand dollars. While 
n tbe rapidly growing town, be became 
acquainted with a Miss Cunningham, tbe 
laughter of n very wealtby real-estate 
iwnsr. 


After a briof courtship he and Miss Cun- 


ningham were married. 
Shortly after 


JIBS Cunningham's father died, leaving 
ler real estate on Thud and Market streets, 
valued at $300.000. 


With this money at his disposal the 


financial career of D. O. Mills astually 
commenced. 
Mines 
which 
afterwards 


proved richly productive were developed, 
jank stocks and various booming corpora- 
ions were invested in. 
All of these ven- 


tures reaped rich harvests, and in another 
year D. O. Mills was one of the richest 
men in California. Everything he touch ed 
seemed to tun into money, and every con- 
cern that succeeded in interesting him be- 
came successful through his shrewd and 
well-chosen energy. 


One of his best ventures was the pur- 


chase of a tract of land about eighteen 
miles outside of San Francisco. 
On this 


land he erected an elegant country resi- 
dence. He also started a large dairy farm 
which in a short time supplied most of the 
residents of San Francisco with milk. 


The firm he called Milbrfce, and to-day a 


thriving village is located there. A short 
distance from the farm were the Spring 
Valley water works, which supplied San 
Francisco with water. Mr. Mills became a 
big shareholder in tbe water wotks com- 
pany, which resulted in the building of the 
building of the village of Milpitis. 


In the latter part of tbe "fifties" he be- 


came associated with William G. Balston, 
who started the Bank of California. John 
Maekay completed the trio which subse- 
quently controlled tbe great system of 
Cotnstock mines, which made millions for 
hundreds and made beggars of thousands. 


Just before tbe close of the war green- 


backs in California were worth bnt 30 per 
cent, of their face value. With clear fore- 
sightednesi D. O. Mills saw the only out- 
come of the struggle and its consequent 
effect upon Government greenbacks and se- 
curities. Bank stocks, raining stocks and 
everything were sacrificed to raise gold 
with which to purchase Government bonds 
and greenbacks. 
Several months later, 


when everything w«nt back to par, D. O. 
Mills' fortune was almost trebled. 


One of the few set-backi he received was 


in the failure of the Back of California in 
1877 and tha death on the following day of 
William G. Bahton. 
Pecuniarily Mr. 


Mills suffered bnt little, as a few yean be- 
fore ha had sold out almost his entire in- 
terest iu tbe bank to come East and specu- 
late ID gold. 
He returned to California on 


the death of Mr. Ralston and succeeded in 
setting the Bank of California again ou its 
feet. 


About twelve years ago be moved to New 


York with bis wife and two children—a 
daughter and sun. He purchased an tle- 
gmt uouso at 634 Fifth avenue. 
A short 


time after his clanpbter married Mr White- 
liw Keid, tile editor of the New York Tri- 
bane, who resides in the palatial home on 
Madison avenue, formeily the residence of 
Henry Villard. 


Iu his private lite Mr. Mills is a very 


simple man. He cares assiduously for bin 


business interests and is still as active in 
financial matters as he ever was. Ho is 
now the possessor of a yearly income of 
^800,000, bnt he does not spend over one- 
tenth that sum and in consequence his for- 
tune is increasing at a rapid rate every 
year. 


One-fourth of his immense wealth is in- 


vested in the vast office building in Ex- 
change place and Broad street which bears 
lis name. He is also a big shareholder in 
the Erie road. In financial matters he and 


P. Huntington are as violently opposed 


to tba Vanderbilta as the Democratic party 
is to the Republicans. 


Hia only diversion is an tccasional trip 


abroad, and while he is away his son looks 
after his many business affairs. Caring 
neither for horses, yachting nor any of the 
amusements men with great fortunes usu- 
ally take np, he spends most of the day in 
lis office in the Mills building, and the 
night in revolving schemes that always 
make themselves felt in the financial world.

Tbe first of tbe memorable days of 1789 


selected by the French government for cen- 
tennial celebration, is the 5th of May, 
when the states-general opened its sessions 
at Versailles. 
It is announced that the 


French diplomatic representatives in for- 
eign conntries are also instructed to bold 
meetings of French residents to observe 
the day. Ceitainly, the beginning of this 
constituent assembly or constitutional'con- 
vention was fruitful enough to deserve tbe 
honors proposed for it. It was (bis body 
that, as the national assembly, abolished 
feudal privileges, tbo titles of nobility, and 
tbe orders of chivalry; issued paper 
currency based on confiscated ecclesias- 
tical 
property; created a constitution 


for 
France, 
which 
tbe 
king 
was 


compelled to accept; established freedom 
of religion and of the press, and made a 
declaration of the rights of man. I's ces- 
sions, continuing until tbe end of Septem- 
ber, 1791, laid the foundation of popular 
government m France. 
It was in this 


body that the third estate first successfully 
stood np for its rights against tbe nobles 
and the clergy, and successfully summoned 
these two privileged orders to join it in 
legislation. Its bold refusal to disperse 
and meet in the way and under tbe rules 
which King Louis XVI desired, practically 
marked the beginning of the revolution. 
Very fittingly, therefore, does the French 
Republic honor its hundredth anniversary 
of the meeting of this assembly. 


The very limited degree of confederation 


which the five little republics—Guatemala, 
Nicaragua, Salvador, Costa Rica and Hon- 
duras—have agreed upon in no respect 
whatever looks toward a consolidated gov- 
ernment, bat it is a wise and conservative 
approach to what may one day become a 
true, federal onion. Step by step these 
five republics will prcbably be drawn to- 
gether toward a basis for the re-establish- 
ment of the old Central American Union. 
Eveu if the Federal Government is never 
rnide a* powerful as in other republics, it 
will yet secure a certain degree of harmony 
in laws and political rights. 
The prospec- 


tive opening of an inter-oceanic waterway 
ir creases the importance of political and 
commercial utility or co-operation between 
the States.
